Backed Into an nrgumentaSlvc comcT, they 
stand firmly on the contention that our 
pparenl iRnorinfc of the De Gaulle leader' 
hip has perplexed our potential supporters 
In Fcnnce. which, they Sec), vlll do great 
dnmnge to our cause in the long run. 

About thb we can not tell, having no un^ 
derground pipelines to Nazi-occuplcd France, 
NcJtlier do we pretend abJJJty to prophesy 
hat will be the reaction of the French peo- 
e when, at some future time, the whole 
tory o{.,what Is going on In North Africa 
becomes known. 

Of certain thing.s, hojvevcr, we are con^ 
vincod. and these make us feel that It Is 
much too early for any of us to be too critical. 

We are convinced that the AmerJcan dip- 
lomatic policy loward Vichy France, and now 
toward Adrnlral Darlan. has had the complete 
and active approval of President Roosevelt. 
If Secretary Hull Is to be called an appcaaer 
because ot those pollclog, then Franklin 
Roosevelt must .bo called an appcaser. And 
that la too silly for words' 

We believe that out ol the much denounced 
earlier "appeasement policies" has come tro- 
mondous practical benefit to the cause of the 
United Nations. 

But for them, thouaanda more of American 
lives would havo-becn lost when the first 
landings were made In North Africa. Indeed, 
there Is some reason to wonder whether the 
essential coordination would not have broken 
down completely, except for advance ar- 
rangements which could not have been made 
without the background of our previous tol- 
erance toward Vichy In the face of ereat 
aggravation. 

There was, for Instance, one easy landing 
against a French fort which might have held 
up our rangers /or days and brekon up -the 
timing of the entire venture. But from some 
Impelling source not yet Identified to us, the 
commander had received orders to facilitate 
the American landing, rather than oppose 11. 
This he did. 

If the conquest of North Africa means the 
"end ot the bcglnnlnB"— an essential step 
toward establishment of a second front Jn 
Europe— and If this conquest was racllltated 
by the Roosevelt-Hull policy toward Vichy, 
then that policy was Justified.

GASOLINE CniSELERS 
Gasoline rationing In the 17 Atlantic sea- 
board states ha.-; come so close to breaking 
down in the last fciv weelfs that U amount? 
to a national scandal. 

An estimated 2.5 million gnllomi of gas a 
day have apparently been polng Into black 
msrfcct saJc.^ IhroiiEhout thl.T area, sold with 
bootleggod coupons, and the only thing which 
is saving the situation Is the expiration of the 
present sy,slem of rationing on Dec. 1, and the 
Jmpo-^ltlon of nciv restrictions. U Is hoped 
these new restrictions, inchidlng the lowcrlnR 
of the basic A ration from four to three gal- 
Ions in IC eastern .states, will plug the leaks. 

E.\pcrJence with gasoline ratlonlni. thtis far ' 
has made it appear that the success of the 
rationing program In general Is going to 
depend on tlfc ability ot rationing officials to 
dei'(.so controls fn.-iter than the small per- 
centage of cheap chlselcrs in the United 
States cm devise ways to beat them. 

Estimates of the amount of Rasollno which 
the 8.5 million clvlllnn motor vehicles In this 
n-state urea should consume under cxIstlnR 
rationing were placed originally at 400. 
barrels a day. Instead of that, consumption 
has been at the rate of 520,000 barrels a day. 
The diflerencc, CO.OOO barrels, figures out to 
the colossal leakage of 2.5 million gallons a 
day. Every transportation facility available 
has been used to keep deliveries from the rc- 
rinorlcs at the 520,000 barrels per day figure, 
but _slnce It has been Impossible to ship In 
that much gas from outside the area, the net 
result has been a tremendous decrease In 
eastern reserve stocks of petroleum products. 

Principal source of the leakage has been 
the "S" or service coupon book which goes 
Into the etlseard. on Dec. 1. The way this has 
Worked out la that operators of trucks, caba 
and similar vehlclta entitled to S or unUmltcd 
rations, knowing that they could get addl- 
tlonal rations when one boot was used up, 
have been proffering; whole pages of coupons 
or even entire S books to crooked gas station 
operators tor whatever price they could get.

Vice-president Wallace, more elo-

ed the spirit lhat 
must drive the 
clvlIliaUon Ihit Li

the war. Under 
Secretary Welles, 
a pracUeal career 
diplomat who tlt.i 
at one of the Im- 
portant control 
polnls In our re- 
lations with other 
natlono. now uies 
lo soy what must 
be done to make ■ 
true. 

Secretary Welles Is looking Bt Ihe 
Job as a workman, as Ihe builder 
looks over the sHetcHts of your 
dream house, Welles is Utlnklng 
what kind of bricks and atone must 
be ordered, how much finance yi 
win need, what kind of root yi 
afrocild have, and whether yoa ci 
get copper plumbing. 

First ot all. Welles ^ays get going. 
Oet some ordcn In. We have lo 
make mechanical drawings, lalk 
them out with our allies and agree 
on what we are going to do. 
then set up an operating concern. 
The United Nations aUll Li Jusl a 
phrase, it must become a working 
outfit. 

Welles makes a working sketch ot 
the (our freedoms— some elementary 
engineering esUmates. You can't 
freedom of speech and reltg- 
) long as wart and war rav- 
age the earth,' So pass on to free- 
dom from tear. Assurance of peace, 
and freedom from want, which Is 
of Indlvfduni securliy, 
;qiUre all the Implementation 
that the genius of man can devise 
through effecUve forms of Interna- 
tional cooperation. Secretary Welles 
ui'f Petce, or freedom from fear, 
cannot be assured until the nations, 
parUcuUrly the great powers, rrc- 
ognlre Uial tho threat ot war tny- 
where threatens their own securHy. 
We might have Illustrated by say- 
ing that Japan's at tack on Man- 
ehufcuo In 1D31 led to Pearl Harbor 
In 1S41. Peace or freedom from tear, 
aay» Secretary Welles, cannot bo as- 
sured until the great powen are 
willing to exercise Joli^tly the police 
power* neceaary to prevent such 
threaU Irom materlaluang into 
armed hoillllUes. 

Since policemen might become 
tyrants— even International police- 
men— trecdom from fear require* 
toma. fona of tntcnukUonal jvllUcal 



coopcrailon lo make the rules of In- 
tcrnnllonal living, lo change them 
as ihc years bo by, and some sort 
o( liuernallonal court to adjudicate 
disputes. With enough will to make 
Ihue Instltutloiu work, the peoples 
would stand a good clianco ot be* 
Ing able to live in ponce. 

Secretary Welles dlasrams It In a 
Utile piofe detail. Freedom from 
want requires thot people who want 
to work must be able to find useful 
Jobs not only In good yean but in 
all years. Alonff with lhat Uiey 
miut be able to exchange the UilnES 
Ihey produce on fair terms for cmer 
ihiniri which other people, often In 
other places, cnn make better. EI- 
Jlclrnl a«ri conilnuou* production 
nnd [air exchange are nece.vary to 
abundance, and each depends on 
the other. We have succeeded 
teller wuh produeUon than with 
exclMiRr. ' Hlilcli 1)0.1 been con- 
ilnnily thwarted by all kinds of re- 
iirlctlons-llkc tariffs and quotas, 
Mr, Welles means. 

To follow lhat line vvUl require 
Klidorn, coopernMve effort, surren- 
der ot much private, ahortalghied 
and sectional Interest. You can see 
lhat bclween the llne.1 of the tore- 
going are tucked dor^na of questions 
Ifli-olrtng fnternot poUcle.i, such u 
work relleL and eitcmal pollclei 
eoneemlng prefercnUal tariffs, cur- 
rency blocs, ond a good many oUier 
Intricate matters besides an Inler- 
notlotial paJIcc force, IntemaUonsJ 
control ot communications, and pro- 
tection ot world air routes In the 
Interest ot common security. 

Moat ot these are not problems 
tfisl can be re.iolved hy public de- 
bate. But public debate can Insist 
lhat wt get n move on and get down 
to wrcsUlng with them.
